It seems the RANIER family was quite close to the MALSBURY family as 3 marriages between the 
two took place between 1744 and 1805. JOSEPH RANIER (RENEAR in record) from Mansfield 
Township married ANNA MALsBy of the same place, on 11 August 1744 in Burlington County. 
There was JoB and RACHEL’S around 1778. A CHARLES MALSBURY married SARAH RINEAR 
(RANIER?) on 26 January 1805 in Burlington County. 


A JOB MALSBERRY was one witness to the signing of the Will of MATTHEW ForRSYTH, of New 
Hanover Township, on 18 February 1777. (Note that WILLIAM FORSYTH married CORNELIA, 
daughter of CALEB MALSBURY and they are the ancestors of the CRAIG SMITH-MALSBURY family 
connection) On 10 June 1799 Jos, of Upper Freehold Township, bought land from GERTRUDE 
PARKER, the widow and sole executrix of JAMES PARKER, /ate of Perth Amboy, Middlesex 
County. The tract cost $242.00 and contained 121 acres in Upper Freehold Township. This was 
part of an 835.98 tract surveyed to JAMES PARKER in 1788. JOB’S parcel lay on the east side of 
the main north branch of Toms River, about 500’ below where Fagan’s run emptied into it. This 
would be west of Holmansville in Jackson Township, Ocean County since 1850. Also on 10 June 
1799 JoB mortgaged the property to GERTRUDE PARKER for $182.50 payable according to the 
terms found in a certain Bond or Obligation bearing even date herewith, Proven by JAMES 
PARKER one of the subscribing witnesses to this Mortgage before one of the Judges of the 
Middletown Pleas on 12 June." 
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The first of their children to leave the state did so in 1804 when SAMUEL and his new wife 
headed to Clermont County, Ohio. Two more offspring would follow: ISAAC in 1815 and 
WILLIAM in 1835. 


Jos signed his last Will and Testament? on 7 March 1809: 


In the name of God, Amen. L, Job Malsbary, of the Township of Upper Freehold and 
County of Monmouth, Farmer, being in [word missing] health and of perfect memory, calling +o 
mind the mortality of my body and knowing that it is appointed for all men once to die do 
ordain this my last will and Testament as touching such worldly Estate as it hathe pleased 
God to bless me with L do give, Devise and dispose of in the following manner & Form — 
Lmprimis it is my will and I do order that in the first place all my just debts and funeral 
charges be paid and sattisfied. [tem, I give and bequeath unto RACHEL my beloved wife all 
the remaining part of my worldly Interest — house and lands aud all my moveable Estate to 
have aud to old for her own and to ordain and dispose of and how the same should ve 
distributed among our ofspring if any there should ve any at her decease and I do hereby 
ordain and appoint my dearly beloved wife to ve my sole and only Executor to this my last will 
and Testament. This is a true coppy of my will. In witness whereof I have here unto set 
my hand and Seal this seventh day of March one thousand eight hundred and nine.

Jos died on 31 March 1809 and was buried in Cassville Methodist Episcopal Cemetery. 


HENRY More and MARY ASHTON swore on the Holy Evangelists of Almighty God in the 
Surrogate’s Court at Freehold on 11 April 1809 that they had indeed witnessed JoB sign his last 
Will and Testament and that he, the Testator, was of sound and disposing mind and memory 
when doing so. 


His will was filed for probate on 9 June 1809 and a Release and Discharge of DAVID KERR for 
all claims in right of his wife PHEBE on the estate of her father JoB is dated 11 April 1809 in 
exchange for a note signed by JOB’S widow RACHEL in the amount of $25.00 and payable on 11 
April 1810.° 


On 28 October 1815 the heirs of JoB, being ISAAC, JOHN MERRICK and WILLIAM, sold an acre of 
land in Freehold Township for $10.00 to SARAH MALSBURY, widow of GILBERT MALSBURY. 
This was from the 121 acre tract JoB had purchased from GERTRUDE, the widow of JAMES 
PARKER of Perth Amboy, in 1799.’ Why it was that the list of heirs did not include JoB’s widow 
RACHEL is not clear just as it is not clear why, when this tract was later sold, the grantee was 
only JOB’s widow RACHEL. 


On 6 March 1841 RACHEL, widow of JOB MALSBURY of Upper Freehold Township sold the 121 
acre tract in Freehold Township that Jos had bought from GERTRUDE PARKER in 1799. WILLIAM 
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SOUTHWICK of Freehold Township made the purchase for $500.00.° There is no mention of the 1 
acre parcel taken from the 121 acres and sold to GILBERT’S widow SARAH in 1815. 


RACHEL died 22 September 1842 and is buried next to husband.

ISABELLA of Clermont County, Ohio sold to PETER MESLER on 18 May 1827.” He moved to 

Clermont County, Ohio c1815, changing the spelling of the surname to MALSBARY. He 

married ISABELLA HALL there on 31 December 1816. He died there in 1834 and ISABELLA in 

1849.

JOHN MERRICK MALSBURY:!” married ELIZABETH PERRINE (born 20 August 1803) on 21 
March 1822. She was the daughter of HENRY D. PERRINE and ZILPHIA HOLMAN. On 7 
December 1829 they took possession of the property on the road to Irish Mills that belonged 
to ELIZABETH’S grandparents HENRY and SUSANNAH GARRETSON, or rather, the 90.85 acres 
remaining after 4.35 acres was sold separately.'' 7 March 1837 JOHN and ELIZABETH sold a 
1.90 acre tract to DANIEL ROUZE for $10.00 on the south side of the road from Irish Mills to 
Goshen in Freehold Township, Monmouth County. Today the road is between Van Hiseville 
and Cassville (CR 528) and is in Jackson Township, Ocean County. They sold another 3.90 
acres that straddled the same road on the same date to JOSEPH W. BRICK of New York City 
who paid them $15.00. BRICK also bought an adjoining 52.47 acres on the same date from 
WILLIAM and SARAH SOUTHWICK.’ JOHN and ELIZABETH are enumerated in Jackson 
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Township in the newly created Ocean County in 1850. JOHN was named one of two 
executors of his father-in-law’s estate. As such he sold estate lands on three separate 
occasions at least; these transactions are detailed in HENRY D. PERRINE’S section of his 
parents DANIEL PERRINE and SARAH HOLMAN. JOHN sold ELIZABETH’S grandparents land on 
the road to Irish Mills to their son JOHN on | April 1865 ... or not, as will be seen. 
ELIZABETH died 3 February 1843 and JOHN 29 December 1867; both are buried in Cassville 
Methodist Episcopal Cemetery. Immediately after JOHN’S death, a deed of sale for the 90.85 
acre tract of ELIZABETH’S grandparents was written up without a month or day stated and the 
year written as one-thousand eight-hundred sixty ... given the date of recording of 
this deed and where it is in the deed book, it was probably going to say 1868 but, as that 
would be the month after JOHN’s death, the property should have gone through probate. 
Instead, it was entered with an incomplete date with their son JONATHON being the grantee, 
paying $1500.00.'* They had: 

a. HENRY P. MALSBURY: born 27 February 1823. Married ZILPHIA A. CRAWFORD on 6 May 
1842. They sold 59.76 acres in Jackson Township to his uncle BARZILLA PERRINE for 
$20.00 on 10 November 1851.'° HENRY P. MALSBURY and wife ZILPHIA came to sell a 9 
acres parcel of land that was owned by his brother SAMUEL P. MALSBURY. The parcel 
was part of a 50-acre tract in Jackson Township that his uncle PETER H. PERRINE bought 
from THOMAS DEBow on 21 April 1860. In the deed it states this was the share owned by 
SAMUEL P. MALSBURY but there is no reason given for it to be sold by his brother 
HENRY. The grantee, JOHN J. WEBB of Jackson Township, paid $45.00 for the tract.'® 
HENRY died 9 January 1904 and ZILPHIA died 24 July 1904; both interred in Emley’s Hill 
Methodist Episcopal Cemetery where many of their descendants are buried.

They only held it briefly, selling it to 
CHARLES H. APPLEGATE and DANIEL R. Gowpy on 2 April 1868 for $2000.00." 
JONATHON died in 1908. 

e. JOHN MERRICK MALSBURY, JUNIOR: born 1 June 1832. Married ELLEN ? JOHN, of 
Washington Township, Mercer County, appears to have bought the property of his great- 
grandparents HENRY and SUSANNAH GARRETSON on | April 1865 for $1000.00. Despite 
the deed being recorded in September 1865 another deed of sale was hastily drawn up in 
the weeks following his father’s death and in that one, the property was sold to his 
brother JONATHON. JOHN died in 1917.

g. CHARLOTTE MALSBURY: born 6 September 1838. Married CHARLES A. SOUTHWICK on 
14 December 1861. 


WILLIAM MALSBURY: married ELIZABETH BOWMAN around 1820, daughter of SAMUEL 
BOWMAN SENIOR and ELIZABETH PERRINE, daughter of JOHN PERRINE and ELEANOR 
WYCKOFF. SAMUEL BOWMAN SENIOR died in the first half of 1813 as the inventory of his 
estate is dated 28 May 1813. 'S The estate of SAMUEL BOWMAN was settled in 1818 but it is 
not certain if this was her father or her brother, SAMUEL BOWMAN JUNIOR. The administratrix 
was LINDA MARIA BOWMAN who may have been SAMUEL JUNIOR’S wife. Five years later a 
complaint was filed against LINDA for failing to distribute the $325.63 remaining in the estate 
to the beneficiaries. '? WILLIAM MALSBURY and his wife ELIZABETH are found as heirs to 
SAMUEL BOWMAN, deceased when selling a property owned by his estate to JOHN RUNION on 
31 March 1832. This was property her father purchased in 1808.°” Around 1835 they moved 
to Sycamore, Hamilton County, Ohio. WILLIAM died 11 January 1863 and ELIZABETH died 
on 4 July 1880, in Blue Ash, Hamilton County, Ohio. Buried in Sycamore Township 
Memorial Cemetery. 11 children:”

According to one contributor to MyHeritage, ASA was a brother of JOHN MERRICK 
MALSBURY thus making him a son of JOB MALSBURY and RACHEL RANIER. Evidence to 
support or deny that claim is being sought. 


Asa Malsbury (FamilySearch ID #97VR-1YS), spelled Malsborough, and Anna Timmons were 
married by James Tapscott, J.P. on 3 February 1799.” On 21 July 1800 AsA MALSBURY of 
Upper Freehold Township purchased 12.51 acres from LEWIS and SARAH ROBINS for 
$109.35. This tract was in the eastern part of Upper Freehold Township and it was where he 
and ANNE lived and raised their family. On 10 November 1809 he bought 14.48 acres in the 
eastern part of Upper Freehold Township for $24.25 from ROBERT MONTGOMERY. This tract 
was later described as being woodland.” 

ASA died intestate in Freehold Township during 1828 and his son CALEB was appointed 
administrator on 30 May 1828." There were 7 heirs-at-law, ANNE and the six children. The 
records obtained to date do not provide the answer to how the estate was divided or why his 
widow and daughter did not receive a share in the two properties. Careful scrutiny of the 
sales of the shares revealed that CALEB, JACOB, JAMES, JOHN, and WILLIAM received a one- 
fifth share of the two properties that ASA owned. These shares were consolidated into two 
owners in short time. JACOB was the first to sell his share which he did in March 1839. His 
share was bought by his brother JOHN D. MALSBURY for $100.00. JAMES L. sold his one-fifth 
to SAMUEL WRIGHT in March 1844. CALEB’S one-fifth was bought by HARRISON WRIGHT at 
auction in April 1844. JOHN, and his wife CATHERINE, sold their 2 shares, JOHNS plus the 
share bough from JAcoB, for $150.00 to SAMUEL G. WRIGHT in May 1844. To prevent future 
troubles, HARRISON WRIGHT had the daughter JANE and her husband WILLIAM QUIGLEY sell 
any and all of her share or claims on these properties to him for $1.00 in August1844. 
WILLIAM and LETITIA, his wife, sold his one-fifth share to STEPHEN CLAYTON in February 
1845 for $50.00.7° When SAMUEL WRIGHT died in July 1845, the 3 shares he held were 
passed to his son HARRISON who owned 4 of the 5 shares of the two properties. The estate 
accounting reflecting a balance of $58.39.5 was accepted as final during the April 1832 Term 
of the Monmouth County Orphan’s Court and it was ordered for the balance to be distributed 
according to law.*® 
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ANNE signed her Will on 15 April 1842 and it was proved on 6 June 1842. Being sick and 
weak in body but of sound mind, memory, and understanding she left $1.00 to each of her 
sons CALEB, JAMES, JOHN, and JACoB, payable one year after her death. She left the 
remainder of her estate to her son WILLIAM L. MALSBURY who was designated her sole and 
only executor as well. Without knowing the size or makeup of her estate it cannot be said 
with certainty whether this was a slight to four of her sons or not. 


The Wright and Malsbury families were related — according to a deed dated 31 March 1832, 

wherein the property of Samuel Bowman (1765 — 1813), deceased, is sold, the heirs-at-law of 

are named as follows: Samuel Gravat and Nancy his wife; Samuel Bowman and Margaret his 
wife; William Malsbury and Elizabeth his wife; and Samuel Wright and Sarah his wife.’ 

Samuel Bowman was married to Elizabeth Perrine (1773 — 1853), daughter of John Perrine 

(1744 — 1809) and Eleanor Wyckoff (1748 — 1822). Linda Maria Bowman was the 

Administratrix of the Estate. Three of the four are relatively easy to figure out: 

e Elizabeth Bowman, probable daughter of Samuel, and her husband William Malsbury, 
son of Job Malsbury and Rachel Ranier; recall that Asa may also be a son of Job and 
Rachel, ergo a brother of William. 

e Samuel Bowman and his wife Margaret; a probable son of Samuel; 

e Nancy Bowman (1790 — 1877), daughter of Samuel, and her husband Samuel Gravatt 
(1788 — 1877); 

e Samuel G. Wright and his wife Sarah Wright are the 4" of the heirs-at-law of Samuel 
Bowman. How this is has not been found but any of the missing names below could be 
the link as it is not clear if the 4 held equal shares or not. It could be through the maternal 
lines of either one with Samuel G. Wright’s mother being the best candidate. A more 
extensive Wright family history is the West Jersey History Project pdf file. Abbreviated 
version with additions from Wright Family Papers:

Merino Hill came to Sarah through the Will of her grandfather. Abstract of his will, written 7 
September 1784, inventoried & proved 19 July 1791, is in New Jersey Post-Revolutionary 
Documents, Calendar of Wills, page 412. 


The Wrights were active at both Chesterfield MM and Robbins/East Branch MM which was 
on farm property but only Chesterfield records are easily available.

What is known about CALEB is that he was married to MARGARET DENNIS on 20 May 1821 
by WILLIAM Potts, J.P. in Monmouth County.”* On 20 April 1822 HENRY JOHNSON and his 
wife ELIZABETH of South Amboy Township in Middlesex County sold a property in 
Wrightville consisting of 
two lots to CALEB

blacksmith shop. CALEB and his wife MARGARET mortgaged their new purchase to SAMUEL 
WRIGHT, of Philadelphia, on the same date. The two lots are described as their messuage, 
house and lot wherein said CALEB MALSBURY now lives. Together with the lot and blacksmith 
shop now occupied by said MALISBURY situated in Wrightville ... lately purchased by me of 
HENRY JOHNSON. Principal sum of one hundred and fifty dollars payable on a certain bond 
bearing even date herewith and conditioned for the payment of that sum in one year from the 
date hereof with Interest thereon. CALEB, without any mention of MARGARET, mortgaged the 
same lots on the same date to ROBERT REED of South Amboy Township in Middlesex 
County, the same locale of the grantor HENRY JOHNSON, for $200.00 payable in one year 
subject to the terms of a bond bearing the same date. The combined mortgages cover the full 
cost of the property and both were acknowledged by CALEB before WILLIAM ANDREWS, 
Judge of the Pleas of Monmouth County.*° Neither mortgage is marked cancelled. The 
mortgage from SAMUEL WRIGHT proves that it was this CALEB who married MARGARET 
DENNIS in 1821. The lot, house, and blacksmith shop were across Shrewsbury Road from 
Merino Hill mansion and farm. At first glance this transaction seems off as CALEB got a 
home and a business without putting any money up for the purchase but recalling that there is 
some indeterminate, at this time, family relationship between SAMUEL and CALEB and seeing 
that, in essence, the WRIGHT mortgage was for the home lot while the REED mortgage was 
for the blacksmith shop lot, it makes more sense. It would seem that the property description 
on the deed must match that on the mortgage so, despite each mortgage being for one of the 
two lots, both mortgages have to describe both lots making up the single property. 
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It is assumed that MARGARET died sometime in the next decade because CALEB MALSBURY 
and LETISHA or LETITIA LEMING, both of Upper Freehold Township, were married by 
NATHAN FRANCIS, J.P. on 21 November 1833 in Monmouth County.*! LETITIA was born in 
1812 to EZEKIAL LEMING and REBECCA WOODHILL COLE probably near Clarksburg in Upper 
Freehold Township. He was one of five heirs-at-law receiving an equal share of two 
properties owned by ASA at the time of his death when CALEB settled his father’s estate. 


Wrightsville is named after SAMUEL G. WRIGHT, born 18 November 1771, New Jersey State 
Senator in 1830-31 and elected to US House of Representatives in 1844 and served from 4 
March 1845 but died on 30 July 1845 before the assembling of Congress. According to the 
Biographical Directory of the United States Congress he was buried in the East Branch 
Cemetery near Imlaystown. East Branch was the name adopted in 1804 of the Friends 
Meeting House that was built on the farm property in 1738 by MOSES ROBINS. It was first 
called the Robins Meeting, subsidiary to Chesterfield Monthly Meeting at Crosswicks until 
1775 when it was transferred to the Chesterfield Preparative Meeting. Meetings were held 
until 1904. The attached burial ground is the East Branch Friends Cemetery. Wrightstown 
was founded by his great-grandfather JOHN WRIGHT. He married a distant cousin named 
SARAH G. WRIGHT; through her he obtained a 300-acre farm just west of Cox’s Corner. Her 
grandfather DAVID WRIGHT purchased the farm in 1770. In 1810 SAMUEL built a handsome 
brick mansion named Merino Hill on the farm and the farm and mansion were named after 
the herd of merino sheep he had imported. Though often written as WRIGHTS, the correct 
spelling is WRIGHT — a good biography on this family can be found on the Hagley Museum 
and Library website (https://www.hagley.org/) as they hold the WRIGHT Family Papers. 
According to the Hagley: “Merino Hill Farm is represented by incomplete accounts, 
including farm payrolls and accounts with tenant/agent CALEB MALSBURY.”’ SARAH outlived 
her husband by 40 years.*? The WRIGHT and MALSsBuRY families were related but how is not 
known — see ASA MALSBURY file for discussion. 





CALEB was involved with the running of Merino Hill Farm in addition to running a smith 
shop a blacksmith as shown by three books — ledger, day book, and accounts — covering 1831 
to 1842 in the WRIGHT collection at the Hagley (https://www.hagley.org/).*° 


On 12 August 1842 CALEB and LETITIA MALSBURY of Wrightsville sold 0.48 acres to 
SAMUEL G. WRIGHT for $250.00 described as a certain house and lot of land situated in 
Wrightsville known and designated as follows “MALSBURY Lot” on the south side of 
Shrewsbury Road. Shrewsbury was an area just west of Wrightsville, not the well-known 
town of the same name closer to the Atlantic Coast, and Shrewsbury Road most likely refers 
to New Canton-Stone Tavern Road. Their house was on the south side of Shrewsbury Road 
across from the Mansion.** Their signatures were witnessed by HARRISON G. WRIGHT. 


CALEB died intestate less than two months after the sale in Wrightsville on 1 October 1842. 
SAMUEL G. WRIGHT immediately petitioned the Monmouth County Orphans Court to be 
appointed administrator of the estate and he was so appointed on the 20" of that same month. 
A Rule to Bar Creditors was issued during the June 1843 Term of the Orphan’s Court and a 
Rule to Limit Creditors followed in the October 1843 Term of the Court. After submission of 
the accounting, the Court ruled the estate to be insolvent and ordered the Administrator to 
sell all of the real estate. Three lots of real estate were put up for auction on 23 April 1844: 
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e Lot 1: one-eighth of an acre with a blacksmith shop in Wrightsville called C4zzB L. 
MALSBURY’S Smith Shop which sold for $33.00; 


e Lot 2: undivided one-fifth part of ASA MALSBURY’S former residence in Millstone 
Township with 12 acres which sold for $27.00; and 


e Lot 3: undivided one-fifth part of 15 acres of woodland in Millstone Township owned by 
ASA MALSBURY which sold for $8.00.*° 


The highest bidder for all three lots was HARRISON G. WRIGHT, the witness to the signing of 
the August deed before-mentioned.*° This sale was then reported to the Orphans Court during 
the January 1845 Term.*” HARRISON was the second son of SAMUEL G. WRIGHT and he 
inherited the Merino Hill Farm and mansion.**® 


LETITIA was married to CALEB’S younger brother WILLIAM on 17 June 1843. She appears on 
a deed as WILLIAM’S wife when he sells his one-fifth share of his father’s two properties in 
1845. WILLIAM and LETITIA’S story continues in his section in the file on ASA MALSBURY 
and ANNE TIMMINS. Unbelievable as it may sound, there was another LETITIA MALSBURY 
living in Pemberton, Burlington County at the same time, 1815 — 1902. She was the wife of 
EZEKIEL MALSBURY. 


Issue 


CALEB MALSBURY: On 2 October 1854 he married CORNELA WOODHALL CAMPBELL (born 
1836, Princeton, NJ) in Jersey, Illinois. He owned a wagon and wheel shop in Virden, 
Illinois and had 8 children. Moved to Nelson in Nuckolls County, Nebraska where he died 8 
January 1902 and CORNELA on 6 April 1902. (FamilySearch ID# 2WF8-HFM) 


CORNELIA MALSBURY: daughter of LETITIA LEMING. She married WILLIAM FoRSYTH from 
Ireland 15 July 1854 in Monmouth County and lived in Millstone Township where they had 
a large family. She died 12 September 1890 in Neptune, Monmouth County. 


JACOB L. MALSBURY: JACOB MALSBURY married Miss REBECCA ANN LEMING, both from 
Upper Freehold Township, on 28 April 1838 in Monmouth County by John Ely, J.P.; it’s the 
right timing and the MALSBURY and LEMING families knew each other.*” REBECCA was the 
sister of LETITIA who had married JACOB’S brother CALEB 5 years earlier. JACOB was the 
first to sell his share of his father’s properties which he did in March 1839. His sold his share 
to his brother JOHN D. MALSBURY for $100.00. In one scenario (Family Search ID 97VR-1YJ) 
REBECCA outlived JACOB and married second PIERSON ROBBINS in Burlington County in 
1893. He died 3 years later on 28 April 1896 in Burlington County and REBECCA passed 
away on | July 1901 in Monmouth County. No known children. 


A second scenario has JACOB married to ELIZABETH COLE, date unknown. Moved to 
Highland County, Ohio and had 5 children with ELIZABETH. After she died in 1853, he 
married HELEN DUNN in Grant County, Indiana and had 6 children with her.*° The problem 
with the second scenario is that this Jacob was born in Luzerne County, PA and there is no 
evidence showing that Jacob or his parents were ever in PA.

3) JAMES L. MALSBURY: married MARY GULLIE on 28 February 1827 in Monmouth County. 
JAMES bought a lot and house on the county road in Upper Freehold Township which 
contained 2 roods and 2 perches on 3 April 1834 from THOMAS SEXTON. JAMES and his wife 
MARY mortgaged the property that same day to REBECCA MOUNT of New Hanover Township 
for $230.00 payable on a certain bond of even date with repayment of the principal and 
interest in 5 years. They soon moved to New Hanover Township. When they sold this 
property to JOHN COLLIER on 28 March 1842 for $260.00 there is no mention of an unpaid 
mortgage. JAMES and his wife MARY sold the one-fifth share of his father’s two properties to 
SAMUEL WRIGHT in March 1844. They were still in New Hanover Township when they sold 
8.09 acres in Plumsted Township, then still in Monmouth County, to JESSE D. ARCHER for 
$20.00 on 29 March 1845.7! 


4) JOHN D. MALSBURY: was married to CATHERINE PULLEN by WILLIAM J. EMLEY, J.P. on 22 
January 1835 in Monmouth County.” They lived in Millstone Township. In March 1839 he 
bought the one-fifth share of his father’s two properties from his brother JACOB. He and his 
wife CATHERINE sold the two-fifths shares for $150.00 to SAMUEL G. WRIGHT in May 1844. 
On 15 April 1842 he bought 8 acres on the road leading to the south river in Upper Freehold 
Township from NICHOLAS MYERS; he and CATHERINE sold this to JOHN JONES of Millstone 
Township for $100.00 on 23 March 1849.*? By this date the land was part of the new 
Millstone Township. CATHERINE may have died before 1850 as, in the census of that year, 
JOHN D. MALSBURY, 38, is enumerated in Millstone Township with an apparent son named 
IVINS, 12, and one ELIZABETH PULLEN, 25, possibly a sister of CATHERINE. He was a 
blacksmith like his brother CALEB and he died in Millstone Township on 22 June 1869.4 


5) WILLIAM L. MALSBURY: was married to LETITIA LEMING on 17 June 1843, eight months after 
her first husband, and his brother, died, by 
JOHN G. ELY, J.P. She was married to 
WILLIAM’S older brother CALEB from 
1833 to October 1842. WILLIAM and his 
wife LETITIA sold his one-fifth share of his 
father’s two properties to STEPHEN 
CLAYTON in February 1845 for $50.00. 
LETITIA involvement in a couple real 

: estate transactions in 1847 and 1849 
revealed the correct spelling of her surname and a couple other interesting facts. First, in the 
two deeds discussed she is found as LETITIA MALSBURY, widow of CALEB MALSBURY and wife 
of WILLIAM MALSBURY. She is paired with JOSEPH LEMING as grantors on a deed dated 3 April 
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1847. Her husband WILLIAM had recently sold two properties that his father ASA owned to 
CHARLES ALLEN. One was 8.51 acres of the original 12.51 acre tract purchased from LEWIS 
and SARAH ROBBINS on 21 July 1800. Located on the road from Clarksburg to Burnt Tavern, 
the missing 4 acres have yet to be positively accounted for, but a likely option follows. The 
second property of ASA to be sold by WILLIAM, again to CHARLES ALLEN, was the 14.48 acre 
tract purchased from ROBERT MONTGOMERY on 12 June 1809. Just how WILLIAM came to 
own these two is a mystery since he sold his one-fifth share to STEPHEN CLAYTON and the 
other four-fifths had been owned by HARRISON WRIGHT since August 1845. The deed with 
LETITIA MALSBURY and JOSEPH LEMING as grantors has them selling any actual or perceived 
right in either tract and all future claims that descendants may have to CHARLES ALLEN for 
$100.00. Exactly who JOSEPH LEMING is and why he held any claim on ASA MALSBURY’S 
properties is also a mystery. LETITIA, as CALEB’S widow, did have a claim on the one-fifth 
share in the two properties CALEB inherited from ASA. On the same day JOSEPH LEMING sold 
this immaterial right to CHARLES ALLEN, he also sold 3 acres of land that was contiguous to 
the 8.51 acre tract to CHARLES; perhaps this is 3 of the 4 acres missing from the original 
purchase made by ASA. With 11.51 of the original 12.51 acre purchase, the last acre may be 
the 1 acre that JOSEPH LEMING sold to CHARLES ALLEN in a deed that was recorded on the 
same day as the others herein discussed. This would help to explain the second deed wherein 
LETITIA is the grantor. On 22 August 1849 she released and forever quit claim unto the said 
CHARLES ALLEN ... all manner of dower and right or action of dower which I now have or 
might have or claim of in or to a certain lot of land, that being the 3 acre lot sold by JOSEPH 
LEMING to CHARLES ALLEN. The mention of dower rights indicates any claim she had 
originated with a marriage and the existence of those rights were contingent upon her 
widowhood so it is likely these rights stem from her being CALEB’S widow. Being his widow 
she had a claim on any property he owned and that encompassed not only CALEB’S property 
but the one-fifth share in his father’s two properties that he inherited. This is the only deed 
found to date that addresses, and extinguishes, her right in these properties for which she 
received $40.00.° In 1850 WILLIAM and LETITIA are found living in Millstone Township 
with the 10-year-old CORNELIA, LETITIA’S daughter by CALEB, and 5-year-old ANA, her 
daughter by WILLIAM. WILLIAM is noted as being a pauper and having no occupation. They 
do have a boarder living with them which probably helped with the finances. *° WILLIAM may 
have died soon after as a LETITIA LEMING married THOMAS ASHLEY on 19 January 1854, but 
it is far from certain this is the same LETITIA LEMING (see FamilySearch ID# K8ML-GXS). 
Unbelievable as it may sound, there was another LETITIA MALSBURY living in Pemberton, 
Burlington County at the same time, 1815 — 1902. She was the wife of EZEKIEL MALSBURY. 


1. ANA MALSBURY: born February 1844; married THOMAS DAVID THOMPSON on 6 
December 1863 in Millstone Township. Had a large family and lived in Jackson 
Township, Ocean County. ANA died in 1901 and THOMAS in 1917. They are buried in 
Harmony Methodist Cemetery in Cassville. (FamilySearch ID# LJPJ-RST) 


JANE MALSBURY: married WILLIAM QUIGLEY, born in White Hill, Burlington County during 
1795 to PHILLIP and HESTER QUIGLEY. Note that there is a marriage between JANE 
MALSBURY and WILLIAM QUIGLEY in 1816 which is probably not this couple unless Jane was 
the oldest child and born in 1800. That JANE did marry a WILLIAM QUIGLEY is borne out by 
the following quit claim did they signed. To prevent future claims on her father’s estate, 
HARRISON WRIGHT had JANE and her husband WILLIAM QUIGLEY sell any and all of her 
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share or claims on these properties to him for $1.00 in August1844. They lived in White Hill 
in Burlington County. WILLIAM died 3 July 1848 in Philadelphia, Burlington County.” 


Notes: 


An additional son may be ASA MALSBURY according to one contributor to MyHeritage. ASA and 
his wife ANNE TIMMINS lived in a part of Upper Freehold or Freehold Township that was taken 
to create Millstone Township in 1844. Two of his sons went into blacksmithing. 


CALEB L. MALSBURY: son of ASA MALSBURY. (FamilySearch ID # 9NX7-5N8). CALEB was a 
blacksmith in Wrightsville in Upper Freehold Township and worked for SAMUEL G. WRIGHT on 
his Merino Hills Farm. Enough information on CALEB and ASA has been collected so as to 
preclude its easy incorporation into this Note so a separate file has been created for father and 
son under the name Malsbury Asa and Timmins Anne.doc (which no longer exists 011422).
